BUCIIAREST-Romania. said a West­ 
ern diplomat, is the one East Europe coun­ 
try where communism is most likely to 
succeed. Compared to what it was, Ro­ 
mania reaUy is booming along. It is im ­ 
possible to generalize what 18 million peo­ 
ple think. But Westerners who have been 
here some time feel more Honianian.s are 
&atisfied under communi.sm than are dis­ 
contented 
On the other hand, communist Romania 
preserves all the trappings of the tight 
Balkan 
kingdom 
it 
used to be. A closed 
elite runs the show, it 
ha.s a proud, self-satis­ 
fied 
military 
caste, 
and the m o\em ent of the average citizen 
is as controlled as it was in the days of 
King Carol and Madame Lupcs-m. Romania 
i.s . omph'tely isolated from the West. Its 
longest border is with Russia. ‘‘And the 
Romanian^.” said one diplomat, “ are an 
easy-going people who in the mass are bon 
vivants and haven’t a clue as to what de­ 
mocracy m eans.” So it is relatively easy 
for communism to keep itself in jiower. 
You eliminate the old rich and rep-lace 
them with a new class of dedicated ;om- 
munisto. You offer social and security ben­ 
efits on a nationwide .scale, you improve 
the lot of the workers. You wipe out semi­ 
feudalism on the land with collectivization 
of farming. .\nd communism has it made— 
in a way. 
I was last in Romania nine years ago. 
Coming back again, you can’t fail to be 
impressed by the progress.

The word has come that Chick Boyes 
is dead. 
Young Nebraskans may ask, “ Who was 
he*’” To which older Nebraskans, especial­ 
ly in Lincoln and the nearby communities 
could answer, “ Quite a fellow.” 
Mr. Boyes died at Concordia. Kansas, 
at the age of 7 2. But during his well known 
years his home was Hebron. His business 
was acting. He and his good wife were the 
driving force of a stock company which en­ 
tertained their generation year after year. 
If there was a theater, they played in it. 
If there wasn’t a theater they erected a 
tent and played in it. They played whole­ 
some and soul stirring dramas. They were 
homey people. Every community where the 
Chick Boyes players appeared considered 
the whole cast “ home town.” That went 
especially lor Chick who was so much a 
universai citizen that there were times 
when a town would call upon him for ad-

vice on some local question. 
W’e do not know' what the New York 
critics would have said of his plays and his 
acting. But we do know that a generation 
of Nebraskans never tired of his art. Ho 
loved his work and his patrons loved him. 
He possessed the prime ingredient of a 
good actor. He had a public and he did 
something good to it and for it. No theater 
is any good if it is not available. Mr. 
Boyes was available. Most of the time he 
was not only available for the male lead, 
but he was available when it came to driv­ 
ing the tent stakes and hawking the show 
“ from out front” 
He belonged to his age. It was not a 
sophisticated age. But in many respects it 
was happier. It makes one recall what 
Emanuel Kant said to the effect that so­ 
phistication and logic is the wrong road to 
happiness. That state is best attained by 
faith and instinct. 


N ebraska’s Civil

And through t h e 
crowds, official cars drove like crazy, blar­ 
ing their horns for people to scamper to 
the side or run the risk of being mowed 
down. Romania is the only place behind 
the curtain where there are police checks 
at the entrances of every town of size. You 
can’t move unless your papers are in or­ 
der. These controls existed in prew ar days 
and they haven’t been dropped under com­ 
munism'. Rut foreign visitors are not fol­ 
lowed as they were nine years ago. 


Facing Up To It 
most tolerant minded the commission found 
and published the fact that the Polk county 
unemployment rate is 4.1 per cent. But Ne­ 
gro unemployment is 29 .6 per cent. 
The commission cannot readily 
see 
where education is the answer. It found 
that with few exceptions there is no dif­ 
ference in the kind of jobs held by college 
graduates of a racial minority and his 
lesser educated contemporary.

Aid Stirs Debate

question of federal aid to 
Catholic colleges hasn’t re­ 
ceived the same publicity as 
the Supreme Court decision 
on the separation of church 
and state but it has frayed 
a lot of tempers in closed- 
door sessions of the House 
and Senate Education c o m- 
mittees. 
The 
d e b a t e 
involves 
$1,500,000,000 ot aid to col­ 
leges and universities, and 
the i.ssue is whether grants 
or loans should be given to 
religious institutions — the 
great majority of them Cath­ 
olic, The Senate voted for 
loans to religious colleges, 
believing that this got around 
the constitutional ban on fed­ 
eral aid to religious institu­ 
tions, since the money would 
be paid back. 
The 
H o u s e , 
ho wev er, 
pa ssed a bill g iv ing o u t- 
rig ht g ra nts to relig io us co l­ 
leg es, which mea nt tha t ta .\ 
mo ney pa id by Pro testa nts 
wo uld g o to ( a tho lic institu­ 
tio ns a nd no t be pa id ba ck. 
This the Senate conferees 
claim, is definitely unconsti­ 
tutional, and for s e v e r a l 
weeks the two groups have 
been deadlocked in closed- 
door session. 
The press and public are 
barred, but this column is 
able to report how the votes 
are lining up.

prices for farm products. This latter was 
cushioned somewhat by a proposed five 
year program providing for a soil bank, 
and some outright public payments, some 
sort of a retraining and loan program for 
those who were not devastated by the first 
blast. 
-As a plan it must be recognized pri­ 
marily as not one to save the farmer, but 
to provide more peace of mind and con­ 
venience to the tramers. But it is a valua­ 
ble expression in that it emphasizes the 
truth that it is inadvisable for anyone to 
turn their problems over to others who 
couldn’t care less. Finding an equitable 
place in a national economy is basically a 
do-it-yourself task. 
The basic fault of agriculture is that it 
never fought its way to a sovereign po.si- 
tion. It has never commanded jirice and 
has never recognized the necessity 
tor 
keeping its own house in order. While it 
has been a diligent and technologically re­ 
ceptive business, representing an excellent 
way of life, it does not control its own 
production and leaves to others the matter 
of price and problem solving. If long ago 
the grain trade were the villains, it only 
follows that the federal farm programs 
which ran off the villains became them­ 
selves the villains, because perforce they 
filled the vacuum of command that agri­ 
culture never got around to filling itself. 
.And so it will be until agriculture finally 
accepts the basic burden of free enterprise. 


What can come out of this 
renewed round is as shroud­ 
ed in uncertainty as t h e 
state of the weather n e xt 
New Y ear’s day. The great­ 
est mystery, of course, is 
on the Soviet attitude after 
a month’s recess in which 
United States nuclear test­
